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NEW  MAJOR  IN  OTHERS 

A baccalaureate  degree  in  social  work  will  be  granted  in 
mid-year  to  several  graduating  seniors  whose  energies 
helped  initiate  the  social  work  program  and  its  accep- 
tance as  a degree  major  at  Avila. 

Student  interest  in  the  welfare  of  mid-city  residents  and  a 
study  revealing  the  demand  for  social  work  degree  gradu- 

•fes  in  the  many  local  private  and  government  welfare 
gencies,  were  the  determining  factors  in  the  Avila  ad- 
ministration's decision  to  offer  the  social  work  major. 

Student  participation  in  curriculum  planning  has  been  ac- 
tive and  forceful  while  the  program  was  being  designed. 
Students  will  continue  to  have  full  voice  along  with  ad- 
ministration and  faculty  in  reviewing  curriculum  strengths 
and  changes.  In  at  least  one  course  the  older  students 
participate  by  teaching  the  younger  ones,  conducting 
classes  and  leading  discussions,  in  management  or 
supervisory  roles. 

While  Avila  has  been  warming  up  to  social  work  for  several 
years,  with  a program  for  Kansas  City,  Kansas  welfare 
workers  designed  and  offered  last  year,  and  the  inclusion 
of  Jim  Currall  as  part  time  social  work  faculty  member 
then,  this  is  the  first  year  a full-time  social  work  faculty 
member  has  been  on  campus  or  that  a degree  has  been 
offered  in  that  discipline. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Norris,  Avila's  social  work  instructor, 
comes  from  10  years'  experience  at  Catholic  Family  and 
Community  Services,  through  the  courtesy  of  Co-Swap 
(cooperative  social  welfare  action  program)  and  the  initia- 
^^tive  of  graduating  Avila  student  Kathy  Aylward,  who  de- 
j^Pscribed  the  developing  program  to  her  and  asked  her  to 
apply  for  the  job  she  now  holds.  Miss  Norris  indicates 
that  she  doesn't  mean  to  go  on  teaching  indefinitely, 
saying  "I  belong  in  the  field."  But  the  field  is  where  she 
is  while  she  accompanies  her  students  on  their  many 
visits  throughout  the  community. 


Her  sophomore,  jun- 
ior, and  senior  field 
work  students  don't 
spend  much  time  read- 
ing books  on  119th 
street.  They  go  to 
23rd  street  or  19th 
street,  to  the  program 
and  the  people  they 
intend  to  serve.  Stu- 
dents in  that  class 
have  designed,  set  up 
and!  operated  pro- 
grams on  something 
less  than  the  prover- 
bial shoestring.  For 
their  projects  they 
went  out  on  their  own 
to  secure  money, 
equipment,  places  to  meet  — all  were  obtained  through 
student  initiative;  nothing  was.  given  them  for  their  very 
going  programs  in  sewing,  crafts  and  boys'  club  activities. 

Officials  from  CSWE,  the  accrediting  agency  for  under- 
graduate social  work  education,  teachers  and  students 
from  other  programs  have  been  more  than  slightly  im- 
pressed with  the  enthusiasm,  talent  and  good  work  of 
these  students  and  their  instructors  in  Avila's  newest 
degree  program. 

Asked  if  some  of  the  less  mature  students  did  not  have 
trouble  relating  to  persons  of  radically  different  back- 
grounds and  persuasions  from  their  own,  and  persons  with 
some  pretty  serious  social  problems.  Miss  Norris  smiles 
and  says  "You  should  have  seen  them.  And  you  should 
see  them  now.  They  really  grow  up.  Some  of  these  kids 
have  just  grown  up." 

And  if  that  doesn't  sound  like  some  kind  of  an  education, 
we  wonder  what  does.

GRANT  MONEY  COMES  THROUGH 


WHERE  THE  GOOD  IDEAS  ARE 


A federal  construction  grant  of  $274,240  has  been  awarded 
Avila  College  for  the  construction  of  a combination 
theatre-nurse  education  center  building.  The  grant,  funded 
under  Title  I of  the  Higher  Education  Facilities  Act  of 
1963,  will  help  toward  the  one  and  one-half  million  dollar 
construction  cost  of  the  eighth  building  on  Avila's  cam- 
pus: ground  breaking  is  scheduled  for  spring  of  1972.

Avila  College  Magazine,  November  1971,  reporting  the 
initial  Truman  lecture  by  David  E.  Beil,  noted  that  "a 
somewhat  surprised  audience  learned  (on  October  12)  that 
this  country  is  now  spending  only  one-third  of  its  gross 
national  product  to  help  underdeveloped  countries  and 
that  11  other  countries  now  lead  the  U.S.  in  per  capita 
foreign  aid  monies."  It  should  have  read  one-third  of  one 
percent.  As  of  the  U.S.  decision  to  discontinue  foreign 
aid  entirely,  it  should  read  one-third  of  nothing.

U.S.  is  not  part  of  the  world."
